Attend Their Trial. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—A largo number 


of the members of the Irish nationalist 
party are in attendance to-day upon the 
trial of Messrs. O'Brien and Dillon at 
Tipperary. The court room in which 
the trial is proceeding, is crowded to 
it* utmost capacity. 
Thousands of 


spectators, friends of and sympathizers 
with the prisoners, went to Tipperary 
this morning carrying shilUlohs. 


Patrick O'Brien, M. P., was brought 


to this city yesterday from Cardiff, 
where he was arrested on Tuesday. The 
police after placing Mr. O'Brien in 
prison were very reticent regarding 
what further disposition would be made 
of their prisoner. 
The nationalists, 


however, learned last night that Mr. 
O'Brien would be conveyed to Tipperay 
by the train leaving here this morning. 
They determined to give him an escort 
that would be a surprise to the author- 
ities by the number and prominence of 
the gentlemen taking part in it. 


When the officers appeared at the rail- 


way station with Mr. O'Brien, they 
were astonished to find a large delega- 
tion of prominent nationalists and 
English members of Parliament, already 
on board the train to accompany their 
prisoner. The Hon. John Morley, M. 
P., and Alfred Illingwoth, M. P., who 
have been in Ireland the past several 
days, to investigate the extent of the 
damage by failure of crops, and Com- 
moners John Dillon, T. M. Healy, Tim 
Harrington, and a number of others, 
were among those on the train. The 
nationalists accompanied the police and 
Mr. O'Brien to the court house.

given for John Morley by the large 
crowd, which exasperated the police, 
who charged on them to force the escort

John 
O'Connor 


warded off a blow from a policeman's 
club that was aimed at Mr. Morley. 
The court house was reached without 
further trouble, the streets in the vioin- 
itj being crowded with sympathizers. 


„ Mr. Wm. O'Brien first refused to en- 
ter the building unless the general pub- 
lic was freely admitted, but he finally 
went in bitterly complaining of the 
brutality of the police. One of the offi- 
cers in the rush struck Commoner Har- 
rington, 
severely 
wounding him. 


Another struck Mr. Halifax, who caused 
a sensation by appearing in court bleed- 
ing freely from a scalp wound, the blood 
running down over his face and neck 
and completely satu rated the collar of 
his coat. One man was struck in Ihe 
face by a policeman's baton and had his 
teeth forced down his throat. Several 
persons were so badly injured in the 
melee that they were obliged to call 
surgical aid. 


John Morney entered the court greatly 


agitated, and appealed to the bench to 
prevent such brutal and wanton baton- 
ing. Both Mr. Morley and Mr. Dillon 
appealed to Colonel Cadell to allow the 
public free ingress. This was peremp- 
torily refused, but ultimately the doors 
were thrown open, and the general pub- 
lic allowed to enter. Mr. Dillon ob- 
jected to Mr. Shannon as prosecuting 
attorney, asserting that he had person- 
ally encountered him at Caasel when he, 
Mr. Dillon, had been grossly insulted. 
Mr. Shannon declared that he would 
perform his duty in annnbiosed manner 


Mr. O'Brien said that the last time ho 


saw Mr. Shannon; he was at the head of 
th^ police batoning tho people. Shan- 
non had already tried him three times, 
and his being put in charge of the pros- 
ecution was an indecent insult.

The grievances of the men were pre- 
sented to the manager and a long dis- 
cussion followed. The conference soon 
became stormy, and when it was ended 
both parties to it were sullen and angry. 
So far as could be learned, the general 
manager absolutely refused to concede 
a point in favor of the men. A meeting 
of the men has been called for Saturday 
night and unless concessions are made 
during the week, the prospects are good 
for a general tie up of all the west side 
lines.
